TWO-YEAR POSTWAR PERIOD 


These are crucial times. Our leaders are doing their best to bring 
about peace and understanding throughout the world, but they need the help 
of every one of us, What we do is important, Every effort counts. 
Millions are homeless and some are living in holes in the ground, cellars, 
or camps, with no security, no medical attention or any love or care, 

The urgent, immediate need is relief. 


The following progress report is indicative of what can be done. 
It indicates that well over two hundred thousand dollars in gifts alone 
has been contributed by 4-H Club members in addition to the food produced 
and conserved in order that more food may be available for those in need, 
It indicates that 4-H members are cooperating. closely with local relief 
organizations, It indicates too, increasing awareness on the part of both 
4-H members and leaders of the suffering throughout the world from hunger, 
malnutrition, and lack of adequate shelter and clothing. It indicates 
how 4-H members through their food production, food conservation, gener- 
ous gifts, and friendly letters, are helping to establish closer ties 
with the peoples of many lands~-thus helping to build world peace,

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SUMMARY OF 4-H RELIEF COLLECTIONS 


MONEY COLLECTED 


As has been noted, relief collections made by 4-H Club members 
have amounted in value to more than two hundred thousand dollars, 


The first significant cash contribution was that of $3,325.46 
collected from 4-H Clubs throughout the country. This amount was 
contributed to the Czechoslovakian Chief Feeding Project for the 
benefit of boys and girls of the same age as those of the 4-H Clubs. 
There is on file a letter of appreciation from the Hon. Herbert H. 
Lehman, Director General of the UNNRA, dated February 19, 1946. 


Although no accurate record of money collected has been kept, 
some outstanding reports have been received, Recently, in Iowa, 
almost $10,000 was collected for garden seeds to be sent to various 
European countries. A similar campaign was under way in Michigan 
during the 1948 National 4-H Club Week. During that same week, the 
4-H members of Washington put on a very successful 4-H drive called 
"Pennies for Peace," 


In Minnesota, New Mexico, South Dakota, Vermont, and Connecticut, 
relatively large amounts of money were also collected for garden 
seeds. In Connecticut alone, the college 4-H Club collected over 
$800 for garden secds in 1947. In New York State, over $700 was 
recently collected for garden tools. 


In South Carolina, over $4,500 was collected for verious 
relief purposes. In Georgia, over $2,000 was recently reported. 
Considerable money h’s also been collected in Alabama, Louisiana, 
New Mexico, and Vermont. In a number of other States, 4-H members 
have beeh making commendable contributions, but there have been no 
definite reports of results attained, 
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FOOD COLLECTED 


CARE 


Over 1,500 for CARE packages has been received at the Washington 
office of CARE from 4-H members. Many more CARE packages have been 
sent through other offices. During the 1947 National 4-H Club 
Congress, $662.04 was collected by the 1,200 Club delegates in less 
than 20 minutes, This amount was sent by Miss Mary J. Elder, of 
Dana, Indiana, to Mrs. Beatrice B, Schalet, Director of CARE, 
Washington, D. C. Mrs. Schalet in reply, wrote: 


"Actually, the arrival of your letter was a very bright spot 
here for it was one of the finest we received, and we still display 
it as exhibit A in evidence of typical American thoughtfulness and 
generosity toward our world problems. We designated the entire amount 
of $662,04 toward the Austrian Christmas Fund and it was immediately 
cabled accordingly, The Austrian Christmas Fund was the result of a 
moving appeal from Gen, Geoffrey Keyes, High Commissioner of the 
United States Forces in Austria, Ordinarily, an amount of this size 
would have been diversified, but the situation in Austria was so acute 
that we felt it would es the most good in that desperate 
country. "! 


As another example of the ready response of 4-H members to the 
needs of those in distress was the collection of $300 for CARE pack- 
ages by the Maryland State 4-H Council at a recent meeting, Ina 
number of counties, every 4-H Club has sent at least one CARE package. 


Other Food Packages 


Food packages have been sent from many States by 4-H Club members. 
The 4-H Club girls of Florida sent 800 cans of citrus fruit spread to 
Miss Presentacion Atienza, in charge of home demonstration work in the 
Philippines. They also sent quantities of other food packages to the 
Philippines and to England and France, 


In Georgia, 4-H members have sent nea 15,000 cans of fruits 
and vegetables. 


Among other States sending large quantities of food packages are 
South Carolina, Vermont, Arkansas, Michigan, Nebraska, New Mexico, 
Tennessee, and Minnesota. 


The 4-H members of several States cooperated im the collection of 
food for the "Food for Freedom" trains, Among these were Connecticut 
and New York, In several States, as in Kans-s, whert in large quan-- 
tities was sent, In Jefferson County, W, Va.e, 4-H Club members 
collected and sent ‘three carloads of wheat. immed eceky after the 
Emergency Relief Program was announced, 
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In a number of States, including Ohio, Oregon, and Kansas, 4-H 
members have contributed mich in the sending of. dairy animals -to 
European countries, In Mississippi, 4-7 mombers. sent 8: dairy ‘animals 
to Greece and aided in the collection of funds for. ney pearpesy onae 
Many more, 


It should be pointed out that the reports of. food sent are |. 
only indicative of the probable Ierge amounts of food contributed by 
4-H members to local relief organizations for shipment abroad. 


VEGETABLE SEED COLLECTED 


The report of the collection of sced packages for vegetable 
gardens abroad is included in the report of money collected on page 3. 
This project is meeting with an enthsiastic response from 4-H members 
everywhere, For example, in Tolland County, Connecticut, 4-H members 
collected over $200 for enough seeds to raise 365 tons of vegetables. 
All seeds were sent direct to German youth between the ages of 10 and 
21. As a result of this interest, 4-H members are now corresponding 
with over 200 European youth. This is an unusually fine showing for 
so small a county.

GARDEN TOOLS SENT 


Reports indicate thet some States are urging the sending of 
garden tools. As has already been noted, garden tools costing $700 
were recently sent by New York State 4-H members to Mr. Albert Hoefer, 
State club leader, who is now organizing garden.clubs in Germany. 
Collections are still under way. 


GIFT PACKAGES SENT 
In all States, for some time, 4-H members have been sending 


gift packages to those in need. Encouraging reports have-recently 
been received from New York, Georgia, Minnesota, and Oregon, Reports 


- indicate also, that the 4-H members of Montana and Illinois have 


each sent over. 1,500 boxes, while 4-H members of Louisiana, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, South Carolina, and Vermont have sent over 3,000 
such gift boxes, In several of these States, 4-H Clubs have contri- 
buted to the support of certain families with whom they have cor- 
responded, In Georgia and Louisiana, hundreds of 4-H members 
collected and dressed dolls for shipment abroad. 


CLOTHING SENT 


No definite figures are available on the auaned te of clothing 
collected and sent by 4-H members, but reports indicate that it has 
been a sizable amount. Much of interest has been reported by @ number 
of State club leaders, A large amount of clothing was collected by 
the 4-H Club girls of Florida and sent to the Philippines. According 
to State reports, 4-H members of Georgin sent nearly.8,000 pounds 
of clothing; those of Massachusetts sent approximately 5,000 pounds; 
those of South Carolina sent about 1,000 pounds; while those in 
Connecticut included the sending of a larze number of half soles for 
shoes sorely needed in Germany. Other States reporting 4-H clothing 
collections include Alabama, Kansas, Ohio, and Tennessee. In New York 
State, in Suffolk County alone, 4-H members collected and sent over 
1,700 garments. Similar reports have been received from hundreds of 
counties throughout the country.

As was pointed out in the beginning, the 4-H reports of relief 
work done already indicate the increasing awareness of 4-H members 
and their leaders of the dire needs fhat exist among the people 

of war-torn countries, These reports also. indicate the marked in- 
crease in the, 4-H relief: activities: in the last few months, This 


increase, 


it is believed, is due largely to the recent, more clearly 


defined procedures of such organizations as CARE and ASTA 
(seed packages to Hurope). It should be pointed out also, that in 
many States not mentioned in this report, excellent relief work 
through the 4-H Clubs has been. under way. Opportunity will be pro- 
vided soon for a more complete report to be given at the 1948 

' National 4-H Club Camp in June, However,” it is hoped that this 
réport, although incomplete, may serve a useful purpose in suggesting 


the many worth-while relief activities in which 4-H members may engage

Wrap all the tin containers in a piece of cloth which is 
securely stitched. 

Then place in box of recommended dimensions and wrap securely 
in strong wrapping paper. 


Put your address also on the outside of package, 


Secure labels from the Post Office to be placed on the 
outside of the package, 


Also label package "A free, unsolicited package", thereby 
insuring that it will be free of duty. 
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VEGETABLE SEED IS URGENTLY NEEDED 


——————<—_— ——— 


A large quantity of nonedible vegetable seed has been sent to 
European countries by 4-H members. The response to this need by 4-H 
members has been outstanding, Now is an opportune time to begin collect 
ing money for vegetable seed for the growing of 1949 gardens abroad. 

The ASTA (American Seed Trade Association) will see to it that the money 
collected is used to buy garden seeds for the various Huropean countries. 
Contacts should be made with the county extension agent for detailed 
information. Circulars containing instructions for the purchase of 

seeds may also be obtained from: by

Arrangements have been made by the American Seed Trade Association 
(ASTA) to have reputable dealers furnish packets of a number of varieties 
of garden seeds adapted to the northern and southern European countries. 
The distribution will then be made through World Church Service, Gy, 
in centers already set up to distribute food, clothing, and other 
necessities, Where seeds are packaged, a card will be enclosed giving 
the name of the 4-H Club and the name and address of the president of 
the club. In this way, the family may know who provided the money to 
buy the seeds for them. State-wide drives have already been conducted 
in Iowa, Minnesote, and Michigan. 


However, any 4-H Club can purchase from the local seed store a 
packet of seed costing $3.95, which will be sent by the seed store to any 
European country designated, through the proper channels. 


SMALL GARDEN TOOLS ARE URGENTLY NEEDED 


Now is an opportune time also to start to make plans to send garden 
tools for use during the 1949 garden season in the devastated countries. 
Mr, Albert Hoefer, New York State club leader, now organizing garden 
clubs in Germany, writes: "We need hand tools of many kind--rakes, hoes, 
trowels, etc." Already the 4-H Clubs of New York State have sent garden 
tools costing $70C to Mr. Hoefer in Germany.

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REMINDERS FOR PACKAGING 


1. See that all packages are sent through reliable, authorized 
agencies, te 


2, Put food in tin containers, 


3. Wrap whole package carefully in piece of cloth, then sew 
with strong thread and wrap in heavy paper. 


4, See thst the weight and dimensions of packages are in 
keeping with postal regulations. 


5, Label with such informetion as "A free, unsolicited gift" 
or "Used clothing" in order to avoid having the receiver 
pay duty on the gift. 


6. Address carefully along with your return address. 


7. Fill out carefully the labels provided by the Post Office to 
be placed on outside of package, 


ANOTHER IDEA-- PACK A PURSE FOR RELIEF 


Collect purses that have been used but are in relatively good con- 
dition, The steps of procedure include: 


1. Repair and make as attractive as possible. 


2. Stuff with thread, needles, scissors, pencils, soap, buttons, 
lipstick, tube of hand cream, toothdrush, tooth powder, 
stockings, socks, underwear, pins, compacts, safety pins, 
combs, thimbles, ribbon, shoelaces, and other such objects. 


3. Mail to CHURCH WORLD SERVICE CENTER, NEW WINDSOR, MARYLAND; 


put your name and address inside purse; it will be sent over- 
seas unopened. 


4. Tell others about this plan. 


This is one way of sending supplies abrosd in containers that will 
be as welcome as the contents, All purses are packed in large wooden 


boxes for shipment. Distribution overseas is. handled by the local 
churches there, and donations are distributed solely on the Basis of need. 
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SPECIAL 4-H DRIVES 


In several States recently, there have been successful 4-H drives 
to raise money, to collect clothing or food, or to send seeds or. 
garden equipment, abroad. In Iowa, a "Good-Will Garden Seed" drive was 
very successful as reported by Mr. Paul Taff, State club leader. 

Mr. A. G, Kettunen, State club leader of Michigan, reported a success- 
ful garden seed drive during the 1948 National 4-H Slub Week, In Wash- 
ington, Mr. Charles T, Meenach reported that during the 1948 National. 
4-H Club Week, 4-H members participated in a "Pennies for Peace! drive 
in which 4-H members contributed a penny for each year of their lives. 
In New York State, 4-H members are engaged in a garden tool: drive for 
garden club members in Germany who are under the supervision of 

Mr. Albert Hoefer, New York State club leader, Any of these leaders 
will be glad to furnish details regarding the procedures followed. 


Letters and exchanges of literature and ideas are effective ways 
of winning friends and developing a better understanding. Every effort 
should be made to start corresponding with the recipients of the CARE 
boxes and other boxes sent. Correspondence can also be developed through
